It announces a 
deficit of $5,153,050, as against a de- 
Ticit of $2,306,581 for the previous 
fiscal year, 1990-81. To these must 
be added a deficit of $389,415 for the 
first six mon‘tho of the present fiscal 
yoar. 

This: is piling up ind<bbednesis at 
an appalling rate during a pericd 
when the ability of taxpayers to car- 
ry the taxation burden is seriously 
impaired throuyh the depression. Un- 
bess there is a radical chamge in fin- 
arial administration et Edmonton 
immediately, the province will soon 
find itself insolvent. Taxpayers may 
well ack themselves how long this 
heapiig up of deficits is to continue, 
aul they includ> the farmers who 
keep the prescnt government in pow- 

or.” They ‘ate among the ones who 
will ‘suffer ‘thos. 

The enormous deficit of: the past 
fiscal year iS ‘explained by the pro- 
vincial treasurer as' due to a shrink- 
age in revenue of nearly five millions 
due to '“‘abnormial conditions.’’ Ab- 
normality -was apparent to everyone 
but members of the’ government in 
February 19381, when in the budget 
speect:| it was estimated a high mark 
cf $18,441,457 in revenue would be 
established durimg the year ending 
March 31 last. At the same time ex- 
penditures were planned on the same 
lavish,’ good-times scale. They’: had 
been estimated at $18,828,798.) ‘but 
were cut to $18,645,481, a paltry re- 
auction of $183,317. These figures 
are illuminative of chbinst mentahity. 

* * * 

In attemptinjz to. sugar a_ bitter 
pill, the provincial treasurer says of 
last year’s deficit: ‘‘The return of 
normal conditions should, with  ex- 
isting ‘taxation structure of the pro- 
vinee, enable Alberta to facé'the fut- 
ure With ‘confidence.’” He ‘has’ mo 
knowledge of how long the present 
abnormal conditions will“ Faeroe. 
Certainly it will be several years be- 
fore the taxpayers of the province 
recover thie financial ability they pos- 
sessed in 1929 because of steady dis- 
sipation of their resources in the 
meantime. It is apparant that the 
burden of taxation is already too 
great in the province and that the 
government will have to consider 
steps to lighten it. 

A statemenit issued by the nation- 
al committee on ecomomy in public 
finance of ti:l2 Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce a few days ago declared 
that whils public expenditure had 
gems on stcadily increasing in Can- 
ada up to :ne vear 1929, there has 
boca jn the last three years a sudden 
ard very great. decline in thle ability 
of people to pay taxes. By the im- 
position of the inzome tax and other 
new imposts last mession, the Alber- 
ta Government has about reached the 
maximum .in taxation levying. The 
serious devline im the provindigl rev- 
erue Jas youcr presages what -will 
happen this year and next abong the 
same line. Al classes*ef people jm. 
Alberta are feeling’ the burden . of 
taxation, and the only way out is for 
the government o inaugurate severe 
retrenchment. Otherwise insolvency 
is not fae ahead, and no sophistries

The funeral of “the late Richard 
Warren Barritt, who passed away at 
thle Lacombe hospital on Wednesday 
evening following a serious opera- 
tion, took place on Friday, November 
18th, after the arrival of the C.P.R. 
train from the west. The body was 
conveyed to the United Church where 
Rev. Upton conducted the service 
and interment was made in the Alix 
cemebery. 

Deceased was a member of a pion- 
eer family, coming to our district 
from Kansas in 1901 and has ever 
since been engaged in farming.

Afiborta old timers will) recall that 
there have been occasions when chin- 
ook winds hlave come up, as if by 
magic, during an intense cold spell; 
Under thesc conditions a person 
walking in a westerly diréction will 
face a wind which secms like a hot, 
dry blast. ” ie 

Named after the Chitiook ‘Indians, 
a tribe, which formerly Jived in the 
southwec(s qorner of tite State of 
Washington, two types of chinook 
winds mellow the winter climate of 
Alberta, Montana, Wyoming,, Oregon, 
Washington and parts of Binitish Col- 
umbia. ; 

Warmed by the Japanese “currént 
which follows part of the cost of 
Britiktd Columbia, Washington ~ and 
Oregon, the moist chimcok wind pass- 
es over the valleys of British Colum- 
bia, and descends. om Southern .Al- 
benta through Rocky :Mountain: pass- 
es,. Nearly all the. moisture has been 
extracted durimg passage of the wind 
over. the mountain tops. .In coming 
down the mountains the pressure due 
to the lower altitude, - squeezes out | 


the moisture and raises the temper- |} 
ature at the rate of one degree for|| 
every 183 feet. i 


Hence in coming down from 
an altitude of 5,550 feet the wind 
would be 30 degrees warmer at 

| the bottom, than at “thé « top. 

Tifa warn dry wind spreads out 

over a large surface ‘and absorbs 

cer mls the snow, making cat- 
tle grazing possible alk winter. 

Thus it is, that cattle raising has 

bevome one of the most import- 

ant industries of Alberta and 
ranches in the southern part of 
the pmovince are world famous. 

The ‘‘wet dhincok’’ is a mioist, 
warm wind blowing southwesterly on 
the Pacific coast of. British Columbia, 
Cregon, and Washington and is often 
confused with the dry chinook. It is 
entirely differcnt and was supposied 
to come from the country.of the Ghin- 
ook Indians, hcmee the name. 

A similar wind td the dry chinook 
which mellows tthe climate of Al- 
berta, is called the ‘‘fohn’’ in Swit- 
zerland. A somewhat similar wind 
also prevails at times, in parts of 
New Zealand. : : 

In summer, the chinook winds are 
a mixed biessing. Thilo effects is con- 
trany to that in winter. When the 
temperature is hovering around 90 
degrees in the shade, the chinook 
winds, cémparatively, cool force the 
‘mercury downward, .jyst as in win- 
ter it forces it upward: “Thus it is 
cagerly welcomed, atJeast, by city 
dwellers. Farmers, however, ane not 
genena‘ly, so pleased. The dry wind- 
absorbs moisture from the land and, 
occasionally, chinook winds seriously 
afifect chances of good grain crops 
A prolonged chinook wind in. winter, 
occasionally, has another disadvant- 
age. Ice may melt rapidly on rivers 
and create flood conditions. Usual- 
ly, however, the effect of the chin- 
ook is not of long enough duration 
to create serious trouble in this re- 
spect, 

Ail in all, the advantages of the 
chinook winds far outweigh the dis- 
advantages. § Dispelling vorrid heat 
waves in summer and below zero 
periods in winter, the influence of 
these winds has a tendency to pre- 
vent extremes in weather conditions 
and makes it possible for residents of 
Alberta to be proud of the climatic 
conditions, 

The beneficial effect of the dhim 
ook winds was felt throughout the 
province this week. The cold wave 
of the previous week gave way ‘to 
balmy winds which quickly caused 
most of the snow to disappear and 
raised the tempematune many degrees. 

Whenever Alberta .is in the grip of 
a cold wave, citizens bok hopefully 
towards thle western sky and the first 
sign of the chindok arch formation 
is a source of gratification.

The 
first of the divisions took place 
tlortly after “he House opened in the 
aftermoon, the last after the dinner, 
recess.

King and most of his Liberal scup- 
vorters voted for the Rhodesian 
treaty, rolling up a majority of 89.. 

Conservatives cast derisive laughter 
across the floor as Liberal after Lib- 
eral voted for the Rhodesian ..agree- 
ment, But their comments took more 
sancagm and their laughter became 
more uproarious whicn the next vote 
was. called. ‘

ren on relief in Canrda at the pres- 
ent time. These include 144,000 per- 
sons who were out of work in pros- 
perous times and may be classified 
as permanently unemployed. The 
number aso includcs 140,000 trans- 
ients of whom one-half are new ar- 
rivals in Canada. 

Coming nearer home, there are 
more than 2,300 familics receiving 
relief aid in Calgary, and over 3,000 
single unemployed receiving free 
meals and siceping accommodation 
under at arrangement entered into 
not long ago by the provincial and 
federal governments. Approximately 
the same number of single men are 
bcing looked. after in Edmonton. The 
small ¢ities have ‘their own quotas 
and in’ the uhorgénized districts the 
matter of relief is im the thiands of the 
Mounibed Police. : 

Tt is obvious to everyone that this 
army of single men will have to be 
locked ‘aftcr in Alberta this winter. 
Many of them come from ‘the eastern 
provinces and British Columbia, bat 
the bam cm riding the rods ‘has pre- 
vented their returning to their homes 
on completion of harvesting.

Strength And 


Can we do better this week, followng so soon after the observance: of 
Remembrance Day, than reproducé in this column an editor’al from, the 
National Home Weekly, published in Winnipeg? We think not. So here it is: 

Gradually it is becoming clear to the m'nds of most people that conditions 
today are far more serious than they were during the years of the War, For 
then, men were buoyed up by hope. They knew that in time their troubles 
would be over. But no one can tell when this present misfortune will end. 
The mist of yesterday has become the dense black cloud of today. With 
many, despair has sapped the strength from courage. 

It w'll not be out of place, then, to recall the words and deeds that 
during the War inspired hope and urged steadfastness. Of all the written, 
messages there was perhaps nothing finer than the address of General Currie 
to the Canadian army on the eve of the great advance in March, 1918. In it 
he makes clear the seriousness of the struggle and the danger of defeat; he 
indicates. the successes already won, and states the need of the moment. 
Finally he speaks of the reward of victory. The m e w'll be read again 
with vivid recollections those who were in the ranks in 1918. May all 
who read it now for the first time feel that it is equatly appropriate today. 
The problems to be solved, the forces to be ovércome, are just as real and as 
great, and the virtues of constancy, courage and self-sacrifice are just as 
necessary. - 

SPECIAL ORDER, March 27th, 1918:—‘In an endeavour to reach an 
immediate decision the enemy has gathered all his forces and struck a 
mighty blow at the British Army. Overwhelmed by sheer weight of numbers 
the British Divisions in the line between Scarpe and Oise have fallen ‘back 
Sere hard, steady and undismayed. 

“Measures have been taken successfully. to meet this German onslaught. 
The French have gathered a: powerful army, commanded by a most able and 
trusted leader, and this army is now moving to our help. Fresh British 
Divis‘ons are now being thrown in. The Canadians are soon to be engaged. 
Our Motor Machine-Gun Brigade has already played a most gallant part and 
once again covered itself with glory. \ vi 

“Looking back with pride on the unbroken record of your glorious 
achievements,. asking you to realize that today the fate of the Br'tish 
Empire hangs im the balance, I place my trust in the Canadian Corps, 
knowing that where Canadians are engaged there can be no giving way. 

“Under the orders of your devoted officers in the coming battle you will 
advance or fall where you stand fac'ng the enemy. ; 

“To those who will fall I say, ‘You will not die but step into 
immortality. Your mothers will not lament your fate but will’ be proud to 
have borne such sons. Your names will be revered forever and ever by your 
grateiul country, and God will take you unto Himself.’ _ 

“Canadians, in this fateful hour, I command you and I trust you to fight 
as you have ever fought wth all your strength, with all your determination, 
with all your tranquil courage. On many a hard-fought field of battle you 
have overcome this enemy. With God's help you shall achieve victory once 
more.” : 

The seriousness of conditions today may be observed in both national 
and international affairs. At home trade is languishing, the army of the 
unemployed is increasing, and. worst of all young peop'e just entering man- 
hood and womanhood are being deprived of the opportunity to earn a living 
or to form life associat'ons. or to contribute to good eitizenship. The result 
is a growing feeling of discontent. Each individual is inclined to blame all 
others for prevailing m‘sfortunes. 7 

Internationally the problem is even more acute. Debtor countries are 
refusing to pay, because they feel that they have been unjustly treated, or 
because they no longer have world-coin to meet the demand. Nor will tariff 
barriers permit payment in the form of goods..To accentuate the mischief 
nat‘on is vying with nation in the production of armaments. As for over-: 
crowed states there is no territory available for the surplus population: © All 
of these things make for the spread of those national hatreds which are one 
of the causes of war. If quarreling is easily possible when people are 
prosperous and inclined to be neighborly, it is almost certain to occur in 
violent form> when they lose confidence in each other, and when extreme 
distress prevails. 

The only way to avert disaster is the way of unselfishness and self- 
sacrifice, It is true today as of old that regardless of race, color or creed 
man is his brother's keeper. It is true now as two thousands years ago that 
men shall find their lives in losing them. The victories of peace are as 
glorious and as costly as the victories of war. 

Driven by the. higher motive it is easy for men to transform a world. 
The channels of trade will be thrown open, waste areas will be populated, 
armaments will be cast away, production and consumption will find a 
balance. Within the state, opportunities for culture and comfort will be 
measurably equal for all. The man at the machine will be of more value 
than the machine’s production, the needs ef the many shall be of more 
account than the desires of the few, the rich shall not batten on the poor,, 
the laws of the land shall not favor the designs of the privileged class. But 
each man, recognizing that his neighbor has rights equal to h's own, shall 
honor justice and practise righteousness. Thus in peace may they catch the 
spirit of General Gurrie’s message. In 1932 men may be as brave, as loyal 
and as nobly self-sacrificing as they were in 1918. May they hear again the 
words, “Canadians, in this fateful hour, I command you, I trust you to ficht 
as you have ever fought with all your strength, with all your determination, 
with all your tranquil courage. . . With God’s help you shall achieve 
victory once more.”

Average Person Does Not Appreciate 
Importance Of Research 

Professor W. J. Dakin, Professor of 
Zoology at the Sydney University, 
Australia, in a recent talk on “Pas- 
teur and some ofthe earliest pioneers 
of the microscope,” emphasized that 
Pasteur was a chemist, not a medi- 
cal man. Pasteur’s experiment with 
the anthrax germ, he said, was prac- 
tically the beginning of a new era 
in medicine. It led to the saving of 
hundreds of thousands of children 
from diphther.a, ‘and to the saving of 
hundreds.. of ..thousands: of men‘ -fronr 
typhoid and lockjaw in the Great 
War. It was the introduction to a 
new conception af’ the: cause of dis- 
ease, and led to all kinds: of research- 
es for the alléyiation of human suf-’ 
fering: “We should He téarer to vic- 
tory. over some diseases still before us 
if the average man and his’ leaders 
had only appreciated a little more of 
the value of research,” added Profes- 
sor Dakin. “Péople do not’ unde. stand 
that a scientist must have laborator- 
ies, and time, and the wherewithal to 
live. Even the products of our uni- 
versities do not: often know anything 
of these matters. After all, it is stil 
possible in the British Empire to ob- 
tain the highest degree in the faculty 
of arts or Iaw without knowing any- 
thing-about sciencé:That is the trag-, 
edy of educat.on today, when the 
world is entirely dependent on sci- 
ence.”

Steamship Sailings Frem Britain To 
, Churchill To Start In duly 
. Steamship. seilings fromthe United 
Kingdom and Antwerp for Churchill 
will start in July, 1938, according to 
' word received. by D. A. Ross, secre- 
tary of the board of trade, from 
Thomas Harling and Sons, steamship 
agents, Montreal. The first ship wil 
load general cargo in England and 
European ‘ports for the prairie prov- 
inces. The communication states that 
the rates will be the same from Eng- 
land and Belgium to Churchill, as 
from overseas ports to Montreal, thus 
giving prairie buyers a distinct ad- 
vantage in lesser rail haul.

However, it would appear 
that the-determination by Brita.n to 
limit the importations of all meats, is 
the really. big fact to grasp. It is this 
fact that gives the assignment by the 
United Kingdom to Canada of 280,- 
000,000 pounds of bacon a meaning 
and significance, 

From the standpoint of the Cana- 
dian livestock industry it is impor- 
tant, then, that the agreements, as 
they apply to all classes of meats, 
should be known. It would appear 
that the United Kingdom adopted, at 
the Conference, the princ.pie of stat- 
ing to each Dontinion what she under- 
took to-do with reference to the meat 
and meat products in which each Do- 
minion was mostly interested. This, 
however, does not limit the effect on 
any particular meat to the Dominion 
to which the United Kingdom declar- 
ed her policy. The agreements should 
be viewed as a whole in ‘order to 
understand the policy adopted by the 
United Kingdom. 

The agreements apply to certain 
classes of meats, but for some time 
Britain has had restriction of imports 
of other classes of meats. These re- 
strictions are mostly based on protec- 
tion of the health of British livestock, 
In practise the restrictions confine 
imports of live cattle and other meat 
animals to those from Ireland and 
Canada. Imports of fresh meats from 
Europe are embargoed, which practie- 
ally limits this import trade to the 
Irish Free State. These restrictions, 
then, already limit imports of fresh 
meats and live animals. Other meats 
enter Britain as chilled, frozen, or 
cured. ‘The policy declared by the 
United Kingdom at Ottawa will limit 
the importations of these latter class- 
es of mé¢ats, 

The policy declared “by the. United 
Kingdom with regard to livestock and 
animal products may be summarized 
thus: 4 
Live Cattle—removal of restrictions 

on imports of Canadian commercial 

cattle and, in part, on the stock 
that may be used for breeding. 

Chilled and Frozen Beef—regulation 
of imports from foreign countries 
on the basis of an agreement reach- 
ed with Australia. — 

Frozen Mutton and Lamb—regulation 
of imports from foreign countries 
(and from Australia and New Zea- 
land for a period) on the basis of 
an agreement reached with Austra- 
lia and New Zealand. 

Bacon and Hams—declaration to un- 
dertake the regulation of importa- 
tion of bacon and hams and, on the 
basis of an agreement reached with 
Canada, to guarantee free entry for 
up to 2,500,000 ewts. per annum of 
Canadian bacon and hams of good 
quality (280,000,000 Ibs.). 

The adoption, by the United King- 
dom, of what would appear to be a 
most momentous policy, was the re- 
sult of a series of events and condi- 
tions. European importing countries 
and America had steadily been rais- 
ing barriers of various kinds against 

the importation of animal products. 
Great Britain remained the only open 


market. Therefore, all those countries, 


that had formerly been exporting a 
part, or the bulk of their. products 
to Britain, and all the exporting coun- 
tries which had not formerly sent 
product there in quantity, were forced 
to concentrate more and more of their 
surpluses on that market. 

In addition, production particularly 
of bacon and mutton heavily increas- 
ed. The collapse of grain prices 
which gave European bacon produc- 
ers very cheap feed for hogs in 1930 
and 1931 induced large increases in 
production, not only in the countries 
that had formerly been supplying the 
bulk of British imports, byt also in 
the countries that lately had been 
forced to send their bacon to Britain. 
Furthermore, the new countries to en- 
ter the British bacon market, such as 
Poland, Estonia, Lithuania, Latvia

Timber Shortage In 
Washington amd Oregon 


British Cubaletial tag May Ship Logs To 
U.S. Sawmills 

Log shortage facing lumbermen in 
Washington and Oregon as the result 
of the recent loss of a billion feet of 
Douglas fir by fire in the Columbia 
River Valiey area will aid materially 
in the stabilizing of the lumber indus- 
try in the Pacific northwest in the 
opinion of leading Vancouver lumber- 
men, 

In British Columbia forest fires 
caused negligible loss last summer 
and, with the exception of the blaze 
which swept the Capilano Timber Co. 
property on the North Shore, damage 
was slight, 

it is anticipated that with the 
heavy loss suffered in the two adjoin- 
ing states there will be a call for log 
supplies from this province, but the 
success of these attempts will depend 
largely on the decisions of the offi- 
cial board which controls most log 
exports from this province. 

Seriousness of the situation in 
Washington and Oregon is stressed in 
a bulletin just issued by authority of 
the West Coast Lumbermen’s Asso- 
ciation, which points out that not only 
log supplies. suffered from fire but 
logging railways and bridges were 
destroyed, seriously complicating 
transportation.

Immigration Figures For 1982 Are 
Lowest On Record 

Only 824 Canadians were admitted 
to the United States as immigrants 
in August, against 1,108 in August, 
1931, the labor department’s last 
monthly report shows. In the per- 
iod 1926 to 1930 Canadian immigra- 
tion to this country in August aver- 
aged 7,000. 

Restrictions on the influx of people 
are being enforced even more severe- 
ly than in 1931 when the number ad- 
mitted was the smallest in a century. 
Only 2,719 from all countries passed 
the gates last August, as compared 
with 4,090 in August, 1931, and an 
August average of 24,000 for the 
years 1926 to 1930. Indications are 
that for 1932 aggregate immigration 
will not reach 25,000, which would be 
the lowest figure on record. 

Last ,August 8,783 persons who had 
established domicile in the U.S. left 
to live permanently elsewhere. ‘The 
exodus of alien residents,’’ says the 
report, ‘“‘now exceeds the new arrivals 
by over three to one,”

Capcer never begins as cancer,.Dr. 
Joseph C. Bloodgood, cancer research 
worker of Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, told the Ottawa Medical 
Chirurgical Society. 

“It beging as a single spot,” he said, 
“and the normal cells of that spot 
are changed to abnormal cells, which 
are not cancer cells.” 

Chronic irritation, injury or pre- 
existing lumps such as warts or moles 
and unhhealed wounds anywhere are 
the site in-which cancer develops, the 
doctor continued. 

He stressed it was important that 
everyone should know the symptoms, 
signs of little things that are not can- 


A distinctive Canadian formula for 
the extraction of radium from the 
pitchblende ore found at Great Bear 
Lake, Northwest.

Forester Explains 
Coloring Of Leaves 


Contrary To Popular: Belief Frost Is 
« Not-Cause 

Jack Frost's only paint is white, 
John Keller of the Pennsylvania State 
Department of Forests said in ex- 
plaining that time, not frost, gives 
forest leaves their autumn colors. 

“The ripening of leaves is the cause 
of the change in color of the forest 
foliage and not the action of the 
frost, said Keller in disputing a popu- 
lar belief. 

“Frost may hasten the processes of 
‘turning leaves brown. A heavy freez- 
ing in late September or early Octo- 
ber robs rather than aids the leaves 
of their chances for brilliant colora- 
tion. 

A long dry autumn with not too 
heavy frosts brings the finest succes- 
sion of colors, while chemical changes 
in the mineral substances within the 
minute leaf cells produce the wonder- 
ful shades of red and yellow, accord- 
ing to Keller. 

Leaves fall from trees because they 
are “worn out” and have been drained 
of all the pulp that was stored in the 
twig, the forestry expert said.

One 
thousand five hundred and _ ninety 
seedling plum trees have been obtain- 
ed for stock or to fruit. 

In addition we have obtained from 
the Experimental Farm, at. Morden, 
nearly nine bushels of plum seeds tak- 
en from early very hardy plum trees, 
as well as from a few prominent high 
quality, improved varieties developed 
on tlhe.

of apple and plum seeds. The seed- 
lings from these will be used as root 
stock on which to bud the standard 
varieties from cuttings and buds ob- 
tained from provincial private grow- 
ers, and experimental farms. We are 
getting bud wood from one hundred 
varieties of apples and grafting it on 
the Siberian crab seedlings next 
spring. We have issued a public invi- 
tation to all private orchard owners 
in Saskatchewan after they have eat- 
en their apples and crabs, to save the 
seeds and forward them with the 
name of the variety to the Govern- 
ment Nurseries at Regina, as a volun- 
tary contribution to the cause of fruit 
growing in Saskatchewan. From pri- 
vate sources we expect to receive 
much valuable material, Part of the 
apple and crab apple seed will be 
planted this fall, and the balance will 
be kept in a cool cellar when it will be 
taken out in the spring, soaked in 
water for two days and then planted. 

Mr. J. E. Park, the provincial land- 
scape gardener, who has had a very 
valuable experience in experimental 
fruit work, is planning to introduce a 
set of records in the nursery and on 
each Institutional Farm, where book- 
keeping entries will be made of each 
variety and the results obtained an- 
nually from same. A comparison will 
be made of the effect of local weath- 
er conditions at each farm on the dif- 
ferent kinds of fruit, thus establish- 
ing the variety of each kind of fruit 
best suited to each locality. 

When the orchard projects were 
first contemplated the proposals were 
taken up with the Hon. Robert Weir, 
Minister of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
and Dr. E. 8. Archibald, Director of 
Dominion Experimental Farms, and 
both expressed their appreciation of 
the importance of the work, and 
promised their assistance and co-op- 
eration, -which has been since given in 
a wholehearted way by them and the 
officials of their departments engaged 
in fruit experimental work in West- 
ern Canada. 

Mr. W. R. Leslie, Superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental work at 
Morden, has been especially enthusi- 
astic and helpful. Mr, Leslie has done 
some of the finest work in Western 
Canada in the matter of fruit grow- 
fog.

He has welcomed the 
opportunity of having his selections 
from controlled crosses, originated by 
him at the University, tested out on 
the Institutional farms in the differ- 
ent parts of the province, ,Professor 
Patterson has given us plum séeds in 
addition to those already mentioned 
and is supplying us with raspberry 
plants. 

About eighteen hundred raspberry 
shrubs of thirty different varieties 
and fifty-seven hundred cuttings of 
black, red, and white currants of 
twenty-four different varieties have 
been obtained and are being heeled in 
and will be planted in the orchards in 
the spring between the rows of fruit 
trees. Gooseberry plants will be re- 
ceived from Morden farm and plant- 
ed in the spring in each orchard. We 
have received up to date 1,320 sand 
cherries for fruiting and experimental] 
work, 


We expect also to receive from 
Morden in the spring, a goodly sup- 
ply of grape cuttings which will in- 
clude the following varieties: 

Alpha, Beta, Suelter, Hungarian, 
Selected native grapes from Riding

Devil’s Food 


Prairie Flour Reached England Three 
Weeks After Wheat Was Cut 

A London Despatch to the Cana- 
dian Press says: 

“The freshest prairie flour that has 
ever been landed in Britain.” This 
was the proud boast of R. S. Dal- 
gleish when their-tramp steamer, 
“Pennyworth,” landed at the Royal 
Victoria dock in London. 

The ‘Pennyworth” had carried 
grain from Churchill in just over 
a fortnight and her cargo had been 
growing in the prairies of Canada 
just a few days before it was loaded. 
London authorities recognized the 
record of the enterprise in docking 
bagged flour in. London just three 
weeks after it had been waving in the 
fields and there was considerable 
celebration. 

‘The current edition of the P.L. A. 
Monthly, a magazine published under 
the auspices of the Port of’ London 
‘Authority, contains a feature.article 
on the trip. It tells of the small mis- 
éellaneous. cargo .of chocolate; ‘‘un- 
dies,” cheese, spades, .gloves, glass- 
ware andthe inevitable. and -ubiqui- 
tous “scotch” which the “Penny- 
worth”. carried to the new,.Hudson 


Bay seaport in ‘an uneventful voyage |: 


across the Atlantic .and through the 
Hudson Strait. 

The captain reported the navigating 
of the Strait to be simpler than the 
St. Lawrence and declared there was 
little fog. The ship was fitted with 
two essentials, a gyro compass, since 


tal the ordinary compass goes dead at 


certain parts of the course, and a 
Marconi echometer for rapid and fre- 
quent soundings. 

Of the return voyage and the load- 
ing the P. L, A. says: “There were 
700 tons of flour to be loaded in the 
‘tween decks. It was fresh flour, 
specially milled by the Robin Hood 
and Fort Garry Mills from prairie 
grain, loaded in trucks, rushed to 
Churchill, and put on board. The 
return voyage occupied just over two 
weeks, and so the flour reached Lon- 
don with a saving of not just days, 
but probably weeks.”

Doing the family washing by hand 
is surely going out of fashion in 
Canada. The washing machine now 
does much of what was formerly a 
somewhat heavy muscular exertion. 
In the years 1921 to 1931 a total of 
688,732 washing machines were manu- 
factured in Canada valued at $52,- 
147,836, so a recent report issued by 
the Canadian Government Bureau of 
Statistics discloses. The electrically- 
propelled machine is now so equipped 
that after the washing is placed in 
the tub with the necessary water and 
soap, all one needs to do is to press a 
button and the cleansing is done. The 
process of wringing is done by electric 
wringers. These machines because of 
their convenience, compactness, rea- 
sonably low price and small cost of 
operation, are rapidly pushing the 
hand machine into the background.
